No private collection is complete without some specimens of this interest- 


The following instructions will enable any new beginner to 
Most of them require a period of rest and a _ period of 


growth. As the plants show a tendency to grow, the supply of water and temperature should be in- 


ereased. 


When the growth is almost formed, the plant should receive the maximum of water supply. 


When the bulb is completed, the plant should gradually receive more sun and air, and less water, 
so as to ripen off the pseudo bulb and insure good flowering. | 
As soon as the buds begin to show, more water should be given. When the flowering season is over, 


the plant shows generally a tendency to grow, and potting should be done if necessary. 


Good pot- 


ting material is required, such as fibrous peat and sphagnum moss, with plenty of drainage; over- 


potting should be avoided. They are all fond of pure fresh air and plenty of light.
